One would think that theChurch of Rome 
had bin founded ,nct by E. Peter, but by Maaimi:m the Eldcr,ore 
of the, moſt cruel Perſons upon Earth ; | Maxim.it was, 
That no Bominionicovld be ſupported but by Cruelty, or that 
ſhe had bin a Diſciple of thoſe Apoſtles of Inhumanity-that ſet up 
the ten Perſecutions- And indeed where can we better fix that 
Charatter which Scripture gives to Antichriſt, of being always 


| * drunk, with the Bleed-of the Sainty, then upon the See of Rome ? 


She, thats never well, brt when ſhe is carouſing in full Bowls 
the Blood of Heretics; comprehending under that falſe 
and ſcandalous Name all People in the World that make a 
ſyncere and true Profeſſion of Religion, the moſt conformable 
to the Word of God. Agreeable to which, is the Barbarity 
and Cruelty of her Doftrin, againſt all that refuſe to ſubmit to 
her Opinions 3 which maintains that Heretics are to be deliver- 
ed over to the Secular Princes, whoſe Duty it is to- burn them 
without Mercy, upon Pain of being anathematiz'd, and depriv'd 
of their Kingdoms and Dominions,. if they deny to be the In- 
ſtruments of her Inhumanity. To which we may add her Yiola- 
tion:of the Publick Faith, which was decreed by one of her Ge- 
Heral.Councils, ' at Conſtance + Infomuch, that notwithſtanding, 
the Safe-condutt which Sigi/mwnd had granted to Fohn Huſs and 
Ferome of Prague, care was taken to have them both burnt : S6b 
That indeed it behoves all mankind beſides, that are not of her 
Perſwaſion, to ſtand upon their Guard, and to defend them- 
ſelves againſt her, as if they were in the'mid ſt of the Libyan De- 
ſerts, or among Camibals, hourly in danger of their Lives. 
For Proof of which there might be produced from the Records 
of all Ages, all along, ever ſince the firſt Extravagances and 
Uſurpations of Popery, Inſtances, enow to convince her moſt 
bigotted Idolaters of the Truth of what is here alledged; and 
of what has bin ſo often inculcated into the Minds of Men, were 
ſince the firſt beginning of the Reformation ; but. fot to inhiſt 
upon the'more remote Barbarities and Batcheries perpetrated

; of whom the ſmall remainder that eſcaped the Slaugh- 
ter, were conſtrained to fly for Refuge into Bohemia : Andi'ithe 
ſucceeding Slaughter of the Yaldexſes in the City of Aderindell 
and Villages adjoyning, under the reign of Pat 11], and carry'd 


on by the Cardinal of Tournor, and the Biſhop of Cavasllen,. the 


Pope's. Vice:Eegate, with that fury, that not contented withthe 
bloody Execotions of the naked: and harmleſs Inhabitants, they 
laid their-yery Habitations-inAſhes,, and levelled them with the 
Earth. And therefore ſo much the more is the Power of Rome 
to. be! fear'& and prevented in a Nation that values it's own wel- 
fare and ſecurity, by how much it appears the moſt Cruel and 
Deſtruftive Religion in the World ;. as not deeming any People 
worthy to-live upan.the Earth, but the Slaves of Papal Jurifdi- 
Ction' 3: and for that: Reaſon .not content with petty Cruelties, 
but ſill clearing her way to Abſolute Dominion, by General 
Maſlicres, entire Defolations, and utter Extirpations. And 
therefore, tho' it argue Folly, anda womaniſh Fear, tobe ſcar'd 
with. Rabble-Reports, on purpofe rais'd to amuſe the Minds. of 


_ the Vulgar Herd 3, yet it is but common Prudence. to have a 


watchful Eye over thoſe that we ſee ſo frequently guilty of Im- 
Pieties of the ſame nature, and to be wary of being ſurpriz'd by 
ſuch as are eaſily induced. to att what has bin by their Predeceſ- 
ſors ſo dreadfully committed already. : 

For that it ſtil] runs in their Blood, and. that they are the ſame- 
People ſtill, unalterable in their Sanguinary Principles, there is: 
noneed of going any farther, then tobegin with Queen. Mary's 
Reign- At what time' England was become ſuch a Theatre of 
Fire and Faggot, as if Rome had defign's to have chang'd her- 
imaginary, intoa real Purgatory over all this Land, for the re- 
fining the Bodies of the Proteſtants ( a very uncharitable piece 
of Charity ) tho with this difference, That the Sufferers could 
neither by Prayers nor Money obtain delfverance from this, as 
her Adherents could both Pray and buy themſelves out of 
their own.

So ſoon as Edward VI, was dead, the Lady Fane, Daughter to 
the Duke of S»folk, whoſe Mother, then alive, was Davghter 
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to Mary, ſecond Siſter of Henry. VIII, was proclaim'd Queen of 
England, and the Lady Mary, King Henry's eldeſt Daughter pur 
by the Succeſſion ; the: Nobility, who then fat at the Helm, 
being not a little apprehenfive that ſhe-might entangle the 
Crown by marrying with a Stranger, and morecertainly:eſlur'd, 
well knowing|her obſtinate Bigottrieto the Romiſh Terients, in 
the time of her Brothe1”s reign, that ſhe would. alter the Reli- 
gion which had bin us'd as well during the Life of -her Father, 
King Henry, as inthe Days of her Brother, King Edidard, and: 
fo bring in the Pope again, to'the utter 'deſtryftion of the 
Realm, Ja Vice 40013 0 iP. bk, 4 

Upon this ary retires into the Quarters of Norfolk and Suf- 
folk, and with ſuch of the Commons as ſhe could get together, 
kept her ſelf cloſe for a while in Framingham-Caſtle ;: thither the 


Suffolk Men reſorted to her, and promiſed her their uttmoſt-Aſſi- 
ſtance, provided ſhe would not.attewpt thealteration of theRe-/ 
ligion, which herBrother, King Edward had eſtabliſh'd by Laws 


and Orders publicly enacted, and received; by' conſent - of the 
wholeRealm. To which Condition ſhe readily agreed, with 


Promiſes ſo ſolemnly made, That there ſhould be no change of 


the ſetled Religion, that no Man then could welt have miſdonbt- 


ed her. Thus gulPd by her feign'd Aſſurances, * the Suffolk 'Men' 


ſtood by her, and that ſo faithfully, .that with little or no Refi- 
ſtance ſhe obtained the Crown. -: But no ſooner was ſhe' in Pof- 


ſeſſion of the Sovereign-Power,. but forgetting-all her Promiſes, - 


and joyning Ingratitude to Treachery, ſhe forgat the Covenants 
made in Hebrox, and diſplacing the Orthodox and Learned Bi- 


ſhops. which her Brother had advanc'd, preferr*d in their rooms 


her own Popiſh Creatures z and above all the reſt, thoſe two 
Blood-ſuckers and mortal Enemies of the Reformed Religion, 
Gardner and Bonner, forbid Preaching and reading of the Scri- 


pture : And when the Suffolk Men afterwards petition'd her to ' 
perform ber Promiſe, ſhe returned them for Anſwer, That ſee- '

had advanced to the higheſt degrees of her Favour.Gardner and 
Bonner, tlien too-late they were. too well aſſured of what they 
' Gardner, was a Man. of .a haughty and yuiperious Spirit, craf- 
ty and ſubtle, to his Superiqrs flattering and fair ſpoken to his 


| Inferiors fierce and diſdainful, and:againſt his Equals ſturdy and 


envious, ſo that his Emulation of Cromme!'s Greatneſs, eſpeci- 
ally for favouring Bonner, ( for whom Gardzer had no kindneſs 
at that time ) made;bim,an utter engmy both of himand his Re- 
ligion ;, from which, -after the fall ot $omerſer, .he.became fo 
averſe, finding which way the Tide was like to tur, . that. he 
continued a crue] Perſecuror of it to his dying day, 'For-as for 
Divinity, he had no more then to ſerve his turn, - as-having al- 
way addicted himſelf to thoſe Arts and Studies that fitted him ra- 
ther to be Great then Good. - So. that finding himſelf. now at 
the higheſt Pinnacle'of Authority, to which his Ambition could 
aſpire, heabandow'd himſelf to-thoſe, Maxims.of Cruelty, . which 
he thaught moſt proper to ſecure his Grandeur. And therefore 
finding he muſt ſtand or fall by Popery, he reſolved to gratiſfig 
that Profeſſion which had raiſed him, No wonder then he were 
4 , ” I. 
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ſo ſeverely Cruel, for Cruelty and Popery are inſeparable. Nay, 
F there ſeems to be that deep InfeCtion in Popery,. that the more 
q ftrongly a Man imbraces 1t, 'the more it. renders him | 
and-Inhuman. For.proof of which there is one remarkable 1n- 
ſtance to be viddacel from the Behayjour of rhis Bloody and 
Fyrannical Biſhop. The' fame Day that Biſhop Ridley and 
Mr. -Latimer ſuffered at Oxford, it happened that the Duke of 
Norfolk, an aged Gentleman, came to dine with Gardner, who 
notwithſtanding that Hefonnd the Ancient Duke nneaſie for his 
Dinner, at the uſual Hour, ſtill put hinroff, trill four aClock in 
the afternoon. But then-one of the Biſhop*s Servants, having. 
rid Poſt from Oxford, and bringing him certain, Word that thoſe 
two famous Lights of the Church were extinguiſhed, ont he 
comes to'the Duke, and in an exulting Tone ; Now, my Lord, 
cry'd-he, we'l go ro Dinner : As if the Biſhop could not dineun- 
til he had wall bis Hands in the Blood ofthofe Martyrs: , ©. 
Banner was a Man of the fame Metal, fierce and barbarous be- 
_ yond-meaſure; only as be'was fomewhat in a.lower Station,ſ@ his - 
Cryelties were more ſordid and pedantic, even tothe ſcourging 
with Rods, and exerciſing his brutiſh Fiſts upon the Faces of t 
miſerable Greatures'that were under his Captivity. He made a 
Gaol of his own Houſe, ſuch was his inveterate Malice againft 
the Evangelics, where the poor Creatures lay in the .Stocks, 
and under other Torments whole Days and Nights. together. - 
And if we may judge of the Heart of a Man by. his Words, cer- 
tainly nothing could more evidently declare the inveterate Ma- 
lice of the Man then his own Expreſſions ; nor could any thing 
be more unchriſtian-like, then what he ſail to one that was 
brought before him: call me bloody Bonner, ſaid he, a ven- 
geance on you all ;, I would fain be ria of you, but ye delight in burn- 
ing. But if I might have my Will, I would ſow up your Months, 
and put ye in Sacks, and drown ye.No leſs bitter and inbnman was 
that other Saying of the Biſhop, to another in his Cuſtody : 
Thou art a vile Heretic, and I will burn thee, or I will ſpend all 
1 have to my Gown. | | : bo. 
Theſe being the two great Maſter-Wheels that moy*d the 
Perſecution in Queen Axries dayes, with full Power and Autho- 
rity in their hands, bad their inferior Inſtruments you my be 
| | res 
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ſure, their Harpsfeilds and their Thorntons, their Promoters, 
Apparitors'and Summers in all corners of the Kingdom, and all 
aCting. youmay be ſure with all the double diligence imaginable, 
there being no ſtep ſa probable to Church-Preferment, as to be 
thought a-good Hangman and Executioner ; no Man fo Praiſe- 
worthy, as the moſt ſedulous and treacherous Informer. 

And now began thoſe blazing Bonfires of Human Fleſh in all 
Towns and Cities of the Nation ; ſuch horrid roaſtings, toaſt- 
ings, -and broylings of Mankind, which if ſo terrible to rhe 
ear, of neceſlity muſt have bin dreadful-to the fight 'of the Be- 
holders, Young and Old, Men and Women, faggoted together 
four, five, ſeven, and ten in a cluſter, and committed to the. 
devouring Flames, to rejoyce the hearts of the mercileſs Papiſts, 
for being again reſtored to their ancient Authority : And daubt- 
tefs fuchagain would now have bin the Bonfires for the recovery 
of loſt England, ſo ſoon as they had fix'd their Power. And 
why all this infernal execution of Fire, for the confuſion of He- 
retics; -unleſs it'beto let us underſtand,' that if the Devil be of 
any Religion at all, he muſt be a Papi, by his making ſuch a 
terrible-uſe of the ſame Element? Thus much in General ; let 
us now deſcend to Particulars.

And becauſe it is the buſineſs of theſe few ſheets, to; ſet forth 
the-Cruelties 'of the Pap/s, in their malicious Proſecution of 
the Proteftarits, 'and' to. ſhew what dangerous Maſters 'they are 
like to prove where-eer they get the upper hand, we ſhall begin 
with Bloody Bonner (for that was the glorious Epitaph which 
he had acquird to himſelf, by his inhuman way of endeayouring, 
as he: pretended, to Convert'the Miſguided Proreftavts) whole 
Rage and Malice was fo exorbitant toward thoſe innocent Crea- 
tures, that ihe Kid afide the Function of Biſhop, and' rather 
choſe totake upon him'the Office of a Hangman and Tormentor, 
then to be out of Employment. To which purpoſe he had in his 
own Houſe his Priſons and Dungeons, of which two were -more 
particularly jyremirkable ; the otic call'd his Cole- Houſe, where 
he-kept his Priſonets without Meat or Drink, allowing them only 
an Half-peny a day for Bread, and a 'Farthing a'day for Drink': 
Adjoyning to which Colc-honſe was another clofe Dungeon,where 
the poor Priſoners were: kept with their Hands and Feet all at

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ounce in the'Stocks, not without great torment and.miſery. -1n 
this Dungeon Thomas Hhitile, a Miniſter of Efſex, who through 
the extremity. of bis Impriſanment,, was.conſtrain'd by: Writing 
Lo-yield tothe Biſhop of Londen his Jaylor, upop which he was 
ict, at liberty z-Þut ſoon;after .yepenting-of -what he:had. dones: 
he came to.iae: Biſhop's Regiſter;: and asking for his Bill of Rez 
cantation, Lore It with his own hands. Wirth which the Bloody 
Biſhop being acquatnted, ſent for the Miniſter again, fell upon 
him with 2.,Lyon-like fury, ,cuft.and box'd him till bis Face was.

He had alſo another loathſonr Priſon under his own Jurisdichi- 
on, calld the Lolods Tomers within, the, Cathedral:gf Sty Pari's 
ic ſelf, which as: it: had big formeriy-made ae.of, forthe.

Which ſtartling the Biſhop and his Chaplains, it was reſolv*d 
that the Biſhop ſhould- proceed Ex Offcio, againſt the Dead 
Body, ſuppoling that if the Party were once condemn'd of He- 
reſie, the Inqueſt durſt not then but find him guilty of his own 
Death : But notwithſtanding the terrible Condemnation of the 
dead Body, Dr. Horſey and his Accomplices were found Guilty 
of the Murther. So that had not the Biſhop labour'd with Car- 
dinal Woolſey-in the DoCtor's behalf, to take away the Scandal _ 
from the reſt of the Clergy, he had had -his deſerts the next

+ In this Zolards Tower it was, that Blood; Bonner impriſorfd. 
ſeveral of his Captives, wherg they were enfor©d not only to a 
ſingle but a double Captivity ; not only enclos'd within the 
Walls of the ſaid Tower, but forc'd to ſit with their Hands and 
Feet in Stocks on purpoſe provided within the-ſaid Priſon. 
With which inhuman dealing, and for. want of Food, no leſs 
then three at once were famiſt*d to Death, and by. the Tyran- 
nical Biſhop commanded to be caſt like Dogs into the Fields 2 
For ſuch-is the Mercy of Popiſh Charity, that they will not allow 
ſo much as Chriſtian Burial to Heretics. His very Parlour, and 
his Orchard at Falham did the inraged Biſhop turn into Places 
of Execution.- - © | FANNY ff.

| Foy the Biſhop being inraged at the Conſtancy of one Thomas 
Thomkins, a Weaver, 'who' was his Priſoner at Fulham, ſent for 
him one day into his Parlour, in' the preſence of Dr. Harpsfeild, 
Pendleton, and Chadſey, At what time the poor Man ſtanding 
ſtifly in defence of his Faith, the cruel Biſhop having-a Wax- 
Candle of three wicks ſtanding by him upon his Table, took 
him by the Fingers, and. held his Hand directly over the Flame, 
till the Veins ſhrank, and. the Sinews. burſt; inſomuch that ths 
Water ſpurted forth'in Harpsfeild's Face. | 
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In the like manner did the Biſhop ſerve a poor pitiful blind 
Harper z who being brought before him for a Heretic, preſently 
cry'd the inſulting Prelate, Such blind Abjefts as thou will be fol- 
lowing Heretical Preachers ;; but when they come once to feel the Fire, 
will be the fir fl that fly fromir. To whom when the poor Man re- 
ply*d, That tho? every Foynt of him were burnt, yet he truſted in God 
be ſhould nt fly, the Biſhop order'd a burning Coal to be brought - 
him, and then thruſting it into the hollow of his Hand, com- 
manded his Servant to clutch it again, till the poor Man's Hand 


was miſer:.bly burnt to the Bone. 


And becauſe the Biſhop knew it was as much the Office of 
an Executioner, to Scourge as well as Burn, he reſolv'd to be no 
leſs remarkable for the one then the other. Among the Sufferers 
at his cruel Hands, of this nature, was one Thomas Hinſhaw, a 
young Lad of about Nineteen or Twenty years of Age, who be- 


cauſe he adventur'd to diſpute the Caſe with the Biſhop and his 


Arehdeacorn Harpsfeild, was'adjudg'd a Heretic z and by: Bonner, 
then being at Fulbam, carry'd intq his Garden, and there'in an 
Arbor, being commanded to kneel down againſt a Bench, was 
forc'd to endure the fury of Bopner, who laid on with a Rod of 
Willows till he was quite out of Breath. ' Of the ſame number 
was alſo another, whoſe Name was Fohbn Wills, who becauſe he 
refus'd to recant as the Biſhop would: have had him, was 'im- 
mediately carry'd into his Arbor in the. Orchard, where the 
enrag d Prelate belabour'd the poor Young Man firſt with Wil- 
low, then with Birchen Rods, till his ſtrength, tho' not his fury, 

fayl'd him, Tr 
But the moft Tragical Aft, (which if not committed by him, 
yet was no lefs permitted by him in his own' Houſe, which 
was the ſame thing, while he had knowledge- of the Faft,) was 
the barbarous Whipping of a Child of about Eight or Nine years 
of age, that came to the Palace for leave to'ſee his Father in 
Lollards-Tower, This Child being told by one of the Chaplains 
that firſt met him, That his Father was a Heretic 3 made Anſwer; 
That his Father was no Heretic, but that He, meaning the 
Chaplain, was a Heretic, as having Balaam's Mark. For which 
the Chaplain carry'd him into the Biſhop's Houſe, where among 
them they ſo cruelly handled tne poor Child, that he —_ within 
ourteen 
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fourteen days. However it were, Boxer fearing the DeteCtion 
of a Crime fo horrid, releas'd the Father, in hopes his Mercy to 
- the Father might attone for the Death of the Child, | 

Theſe Barbarities thus ated by Bonrer,and perpetrated within 


his own Walls, were committed by the reſt of the Gang with _ 


equal virulency and inveteracy. - Particularly by one Sir Edward 
Tyrrel, a Juſtice of the Peace at thattime in Eſſex, who coming 
to Colcheſter to apprehend an old Man, and his Wife that were 
accus'd of Hereſie: After he had. ſeiz'd the Father and Mother, 
not liking the Replies which the Daughter gave him to certain 
Queſtions which he put to her, took the Candle out of her hand, 
and holding the. Maid by the Wriſt, held the flaming Candle 
under her hand ſo long, till the very Sinews crackt aſunder ; 
all the while he exerciſed this Cruelty, reviling the Maid, and 
bidding her, Cry Whore, why ye young Whore wont ye cry ? And in 
the end, after the Sinews burſt, that all the houſe heard them, 
he thruit the Maid violently from him, calling her, ftrong Whore, 
ſhameleſs Beaſt,and beaſtly Whore,to ſhew how well he could follow 
the Examples of his Superiors. 

Mr. Robert Samuel, Miniſter of Barfold in S»ffolk, was molt in- 
humanly handled by Dr. Hopton the Biſhop of the Dioceſe, and. 
his Chancellor Dr. Downing, Who after they had got him in 
_ their clutches, kept him in a cloſe Dangeon, chain'd bolt up- 
right to a great Poſt, in ſuch a manner, that ſtanding only on 
tiptoe, he was forc'd to ſtay the whole weight of his Body 
upon his Toes. And to make amends for the pain which he 
ſufferd by that means, they kept him without Meat or Drink, 
ſo that he was moſt unmercifully tormented with hunger and 
thirſt; only thar they allow'd him two or three mouthfuls of 
Bread aday, and three ſpoonfuls of Water, to keep Life and 
Soul together ; inſomuch that his burning, which afterwards 
enſu'd, was buta trifle in compariſon which he had ſuffer'd in 
tedious Impriſonment ; while the quick mercy of the Fire de- 
liverd him from the more ſevere Cruelties of the Biſhop and 
Chancellor. | : 

At Cheſter, one George Marſh, a Prieſt, being condern'd b 
Dottor Coates, then Biſhop of that Dioceſe, was carry?d to 
the St2ke, where to the uſual cruelty of Burnirg, they added 
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a new Invention, of pouring melted Pitch upon his Head. 

In the Town of St. Peter's Port, in the l{land of Guernſey, three 
Women,a Mother and her two Daughters, being firſt impriſon'd' 
upon Suſpicion of Buying Stoln Goods,afrer they were acquitted 
of that, were again remanded to Goal, for not going to Maſs. 
Of which the Magiſtrates gave notice to Faques Amy, and to 
other of the Clergy, whole officious zeal for the Popiſh Cauſe 


was ſo enormouſly extraordinary, that upon the bare Letter 


of the Magiſtrates, they return'd the three Wemen for Here- 
tics, tho' they had never bin ſo much as Examin'd before them, 
or had had any particular Information againſt them. - But the 


Magiſtrates underſtanding that the Women had not been Ex- 


amin®d by the Dean, would not fit -vpon them in Judgment, 
until they had been firſt carry*d before the Dean and Curate to 
be Examin'd of their Faith. Which being done, after a ſhort 
Examination ſeverally and apart, they were return'd to Priſon 
again. After which the Dean ſent a Sentence under his own 
Seal and the Curate's Sign, whereby the Women were Con- 
demn'd as Heretics, and deliver'd over to the Magiſtrate to do 
Execution, The Women being ſent for to receive their Sen- 


- tences, defir?d to know their Accuſers, and what was laid to 


their Charge, for that they knew not that they had at any time 
offended the Queen or the Church, being ready to obey the Or- 
dinances of both, as good Subjects ought todo. But notwith- 
ſtanding their Reaſons and Allegations, the three Women were 
all condemn'd and adjudged to be Burnt. And now theſe three 
Innocent People (only for the Name of Heretics) being brought 
to the Stake, the Mother was faſtned to the middle Poſt, the 
Eldeſt Davghter on the Right-hand, and the Youngeſt on the 
Left. They were firſt ſtrangled ; but the Rope breaking before 
they were dead, the poor Women fell in the Fire. At what 
time happen'd a doleful ſight, that would have drawn Compaſ- 
ſion from the moſt barbarous of Infidels. For one of the Daugh- 
ters, who was Big with Child, falling on her ſide, as her Belly 
burſt with the vehemency of the Flame, the Infant being a luſty 
Man-Child, fell in the Fire, and was preſently ſnatch'd out of 
the Fire, and laid upon the Graſs, by one that ſtood by. Imme- 


_ diately the Child was carry'd to the Magiſtrate. - But the Bailiff, 


neither 
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neither regarding the miraculous Acts of Providence, nor moy'd 


with common Humanity, upon an Infant ſo wonderfully pre- 
ſery'd, either out of ſtupid Ignorance or wilful Blindneſs, or- 
"dere it to be carry'd back again and thrown into the Fire. And 
thus the Infant, 'baptiz'd- tn his own Blood, was both born and 
_ dy'd a Martyr,: leaving behind him, to the World, which ic 
ſcarcely ever ſaw, a miſerable Spectacle of the Herodian Cruelty 

of Popiſh Tormentors. | 
In like manner E!:z. Pepper, being one of thirteen, that were 
burnt together at Srrarford Le Bow, being about thirty Years of 
Age, tho' they" well knew: that ſhe was' far gone with Child, 
was hurried with the reſt to the Stake, and conſum?d to Aſhes, 
with the Fruit of her Womb ; ſuch is the difference between 
Popiſh and Proteſtant Mercy, which never denies a Reprieve, 
even to the worſt of Fellons, tho? but upon the bare Suggeſtion 
of a great Belly. Nor did this Inhumanity extend to the Living, 
but their Barbarity ftill perſecuted the Bodies of the Dead; for 
after they had tormented ſeveral in their loathſom Dungeons to 
Death, with Hunger and Thirſt, they were ſo inhuman as to 
deny them the common Favour of Chriſtian Burial. Thus Eaw. 
Burton, Eſq; dying in the Dioceſs of Che#ter, and deſiring to be 
buried in his Pariſh Church of'S. Chadds in Shrewsbury, the Cu- 
'rate of the Pariſh, Fohn Marſhal, would: nor ſuffer the Inter- 
ment ofthe Corps. Upon which, one of the Friends of the De- 
ceaſed making anſwer, That God wonld judge him at the laſt day: 
The Curate replyed, Judge God or Devil, he ſhould not be bu- 
ried there: So that they were forced to bury the Gentleman in 
his own Garden. Thus William Glover, dying a pfetended He- 
retic, and his Friends defirous to have buried him-in the Pariſh 
Church of Weme in Shropſhire, the Biſhop of Coventry and Litch- 
field, ſent forth-a Mandate, not only to command the Curate, 
that he ſhould not be buried in Chriſtian Burial, but that no Man 
ſhould procure,help or{peak to have him buried in Holy Ground. 
And whereas his Brother John Glover, dying in the ſame Condi- 
tion at Coventry, was buried by ſtealth in the Church-yard, with- 
ont. Prieſt or Clerk; yet when Dr. Drant, the Chancellour, 
came to hear of it, he ordered him to be taken up again, and 
calt oyer the Wall into the High-way. ' To which, when the 
Parſon 
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- their own uſe. 


Parſon anſwered, That he had lain ſix Weeks, and ſmelt ſathat 
it was impoſlible to endure the Stench. Well then, ſaid Drart, 
takethis Bill and pronounce him in the Pulpit a damned Soul, 
and a twelvemoth hencecalt his Carcaſs over the Wall for Carts 
and Horſes to go over, and then I will come ard. con- 
ſecrate again, that place of the  Chuxch-yard, where- he 
We. .

{i the Caſtle of Canrerbury, noleſs then five being famiſh'd to 
death,they were all buried inthe Higli-way, by order of Thorztoy, 


- The Sutfragan of Dover, :other wiſe call'd Dick of Dover. For in- 


deed ſuch was the. extream ſeverity, of Thernton and. Harpsficld, 
that the Goalers of Canterbury, whether of. their own rugged 
Natures, or-call'd out of purpoſe, either would not or durſt not 
admit of the Relief which was ſent or brought the half-famiſh'd 
Priſoners 3 but they either turned it back, or kept it for 

After all this, what may be thought of the deteſtable and 
execrable. piece of continued Malice and Violation.of the Sepul- 
chres of the Dead, exerciſed at Cambridge towards the Bones of 
Bucer and Phagizs ;, Perſons that while they lived, To far tran- 
{ſcending in Learning and Piety, the whole Rabble of Illiterate 
and Ungadly Biſhops and Prieſts, who ſo violently proſecuted 
their Sacxed Relicts, that they were not to benam'd in the ſame 


day - with thoſe two Great and Famous Men ? This was a piece 


of Pageantry, perforn'd with ſo much Pomp and Solemanity, 


that.nothing more deteCted the Rancour and Hatred of the Pe- - 


Piſts againſt all Men of Piety and Vertne: Nevertheleſs it pro- 


ceeded ſo high, thar the deceaſed Bucer and Phagizs were for- 


mally cited to appear before certain Commiſſioners appointed 
for their Judges, and for default of Appearance, not only their 
Perſons, but their Books and their Bones were condemned as He- 
retical, after a ridiculous Examination of Witneſſes againſt the 
Dead,the Churches where they lay buried were excommunicated, 
and after al], their Coffins were taken, and being chain'd to their 


ſeveralStakes, and burnt, together with their Bones, not with- | 


out the Indignation and Laughter of the People that beheld the 
hateful Spectacle z and as they derided the Folly, ſo likewiſe 


abominated the ridiculous Cruelty of the Actors. Nordid their 
| barbarous 
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barbarous Fury end here, for they purſued the very Bones of 
Peter Martyr's Wife to Oxford, where, without any conſidera- 
tion of her Sex or her Religion ( which had never been made 
known, 'by reaſon her Language was not underſtood) her Corps 
was digged up, and buried under a Donghil. ' But at length, 
after the Death of Queen ary, this Perſecution ceas'd, after 
the burning of two hundred eighty four; tho' Grindal, who 
liv'd in that time, reports, Thar in two Years eight hundred 
were burnt, beſides ſixty, - who after moſt Severe and Cruel 
Uſe dy*d in Priſon. And to ſhew that it was not the Converſion 
but the.ntter extirpation of the Heretics, which thoſe miſchiev- 
ous Papiſts aimed, and ſtill do aim at, raay readily appear, by 
the ſtory of Bembridge, who was burnt near Wincheſter : This 
Man feeling the Violence of the Fire, cryed out,- That he re- 
canted ; whereupon the Sheriff cauſed his People to put out the 
Fires in hopes, that ſince the Popiſh Clergy deltred the Conyer- 
fion and not the DeſtruCtion of: Heretics, ſuch an aft of Mercy 
would not diſpleaſe them. But the Council ſent him Orders in 
Writing, To goon and execute the Sentence, and to take care 
that the Priſoner dy'd a good Catholic ; for it was ſaid, if he re- 
canted ſincerely he was fit to dye, if he did it not ſincerely, he 
was not fit to live :' And after all was done, the Sheriff was com- 
mitted to the Fleet for his Preſumption: But Harpsfield was nor 
of the Sheriff's mind, he underſtood the Senſe of the Roman 
Catholics better; for he having ſeveral condemned Priſoners 
under his Cuſtody in Canterbury, and being at London, at the 
time when Queen Mary lay dangerouſly ſick, made haſt home, 
for fear the miſerable Creatures ſhould eſcapeby her death z and 
was 1o ſpeedy, that fire were burnt before the News of her 
Death could arrive. | : | 
. After all this, what difference between the Religion of theſe 
Cruel Papiſts, and the Religion of the Ancient Druids in France, 
which: ' Suetonirs calls' Religronem dire immanitatis ? The Druids 
were always beſmearing their Altars [with the Blood of their 
Slain Captives ; and Popifh Cruelty is never ſatisfy'd, but when 
they are fumigatihg their Altars with the Blood of Heretic Ho- 
lxcauſts ;, ſo that the ſame Reaſon which moved Claudins, a Hea- 
then Emperour,- to aboliſh the one, may juſtifie a Chriſtian 
w Prince, 
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Prince, in atleaſt exterminating the -other out of his Do- 
minions. | . K OF 
- But now to. trace them into -other Countties z - we find this 
crue] Generation. of Men ſtill perpetrating the ſame or worſe 
Ats of :Inhumanity, if worſe can be, wherever. they get foot- 
. Ing and Power, and either by the Fury and exorbitant Tyranny 
of their Inquiſition, or by the Arms of bigotted Zealots, whole: 
Country's waited and depopulated, and the Natives cut off from 
the Face of the Earth by Rapine and tormentingMurder, 


In the Perſecution of the Waldenſes of Provence, ſuch was :the 
mercileſs Cruelty of 2:iers, at the Inſtigation -of the Pope 
and his Legates, that he invaded their Territories with anarm'd 
Force, by the Permiſſion of Francs I, at what time the People 

' were ſlain without reſiſtance, Women and their Daughters ra- 
viſhed, the Breaſts of many Women with Child cut, off,i many: 
that were wich Child: murthered, after. which their' Infants weve 
famiſh'd to Death. All their Hebitations were pillag'd, ſack'd and 
burnt, and Proclamation made, That no Man ſhould give any 
Relief to thoſe that remain'd alive. Upon the taking of Cabr:- 
eres, Minicrs caus'd all the Men to be brought into a Field, - and 
to be cut in Peices, the Soldiers ſtriving: who ſhould ſhew the 
beſt of their Manhood in cutting: off Heads, Legs. and. Arms. 
And as for the Women, he caus*d them to be lockt in a Barn, 
with a great quantity of Straw, and ſo ſet fire to it, ſo that 
many Women with Children were burnt : Upon which a Soldier 
mov'd with Compaſſion, opened a Hole in the Wall, for ſome 
of them to eſcape z but MAmers cauſed them to be beaten back 
again with Pikes and Halberts: Some, pf them alfo. that came 

_ Forth, he ſlew with his own Hands, ripping open their. Bellies; 
ſo that their Children came forth, which he trod under his Feet. 
Many fled into Cellars and Caves, which he caus'd to be dragg'd 
out, driveninto the Field, ſtripp'd ſtark nak'd, and then. {lain. 
After this 4:niers ſent one of his Captains tothe Church, whi- 
ther ſeveral .Women and . Children. were fled for. SanQuary ; 
"a he put all to the Sword , ſparing, neither. Young [nor 
old. | 
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Then marching to a Place call'd Cota, where his Mcn commir- 
ted the ſame Outrages and Slaughters, raviſhing Women and 
Virgins to that beaſtly degree, that the Women with Child and 
young Maids dyed preſently after. Such as hid themſelves in 
Rocks and Caves were either famiſhed to-Death, or elſe choak'd 
with Fire and Smoak put to the Mouths of the Caves. 

' Ii the beginning of this Perſecution, there. was one Fohn de 
Roma, a Monk, who had got a Commiſſion to examin thofe whom 


he ſuſpected tobe Heretics,and which he exercis'd with all ſorts 


of Cruelties upon thoſe that fell into his Clutches; among the 
reſt, this was one. He filled Boots full of boiling Greaſe, and 
put them upon their Legs, tying them backwards over a Form 
with their Legs hanging down over a Fire, after which manner 
he moſt GY tormented ſevera], and then as Cruelty put them 
to Deatit. 


+ -No leſs was their Rage againſt the Heretics'in Bohemia, where 
they made nothing to piſtol the Reformed Paſtors in their Put- 
Pits; and ſhot one Aged Miniſter, among the reſt, as he lay ſick 
in his Bed. vl 

In the Town of 44.::; the Commiſſioners demanded of the 
People a politive Anſwe:, Whether they would turn Catholics 
orno? And when ore, in the name of the reſt reply'd, Thar 
Coniſcience neither would nor could be forced, he was preſently laid 
upon the Ground and beaten ; and ſtill denying to turn Catho- 
lic, when he could hardly ſpeak, was torn in pieces. 

At another Place the Senators refuſing to turn Apoſtates, the 
ehiefeſt of them was made to ride the Wooden-Horſe in the 
Market-place for fix Hours together, tho' he were very Ancient; 
ſo that-he was:'lame and:half dead when he was taken off. 

---In ſome Places they ſhut up the People in the Church, and 


forced them to receive” in-one kind; and if they wonld not kheel 


before the Hoſt, they uſed to beat their Legs with Clubs till they 
fell down.; others they gag?d, ard when they had propt their 
Mouths wide open, : they thruſt'the Hoſt down their Throats. 
Others were detain'd.in Priſons and*Bonds ſo long till they dy'd, 
and particularly one was kept in a loathſome Dungeon fo long 
till his Feet rotted off. . | | 
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If any, to avoid this Tyrannie fled to the Woods or other 
Private Places for Shelter , Edits were publiſh'd forbidding 
all to entertain them, upon Pain of forfeiting great Sums of 
Money for every Nights Entertainment. The Country People 


' were fetch'd aut of their Houſes; nay, ont of their very Beds, 


by Troops of $oldiers; who drove them before them like Beaſts 
in the ſharpsſt of cold and bitter Weather. And with, theſe . 
poor Creatures they filled the common Priſons, Towers, Cel- 
lars, Stables; nay, and Hog-ſties too, where they were kilF'd 
with Hunger, Cold and Thirſt, Marriage, Burial and Baptiſm 
were forbidden to the Proteſtants, and if they did it privately, 
they were impriſoned, or elſe put to great Fines. ' Among 
others, a Heretic Surgeon, for refuſing to recant, was thrown 
into a Place full of Snakes. In ſome. Places the Heretics were 
ſhut up in Privies, to the end they might be poiſoned with the 
Stench. And theſe were the Charitable ways, by which the Bo- 
hemian Catholics endeavour'd to reclaim ſuch as were revolted 
from the Tyrannie of the Pope., D102 
The Inquiſition was the true Pattern of Treachery, Perfidi- 
ouſneſs, Tyrannie and Cruelty, ereCted at firſt by the Advice 
of the Dominican Fryers, againſt the Jews and Moors in Spain, 
but afterwards turned to the Ruine and Deſtruction of all that 
made true Profeflion of the Goſpel. EEG 05.10 
To this Office belong two ſorts of Vermin, - which are call'4 
Familiars and Flies : The Familiars are to keep Company with 
all People, to creep into their Companies and grope their Bo- 
fomes ; and under the colour of Friendſhip to give: them daily 
Vilits, to have an Eye upon all their Actions, and to. obſerve 
what Company they keep, and with whom they converſe : And 
when theſe Familiars have pickt up ſufficient Matter: for Infor- 
mation, they preſently accuſe them to the Inquiſitors. Now, 
fo ſoon as any one is Arreſted by any of theſe: Familiars, they 
take from him all the Keys of his Studies, . Cabinets, Cheſts and . 
Trunks whatſoever, and they take an Inventory of his Goods; 
in the doping of which, the Familiars, who are generally Bawds, 
Thieves, Shoplifts, and the ſcum -of the People;- will be furets 
Pilfer 2 good ſhare. $30 v1 Lo 
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. FheFhis are a fort of Miſcreants, which the Inquiſttors com- 
mit to Prifon, inder a Colour. Theſe Flies will canningly, in 
two or three Days infinuate themſelves into the Boſomes of the 
other. Prifoners z and then pretending a great deal of Religion, 
will profer to difcourſe them, and by degrees get out of their 
Mouths matter of Accuſation againſt them. W hich done, they 
move for a Day of Hearing, and by that means being brought 
before the Inquiſitors, they impeach the Priſoners, who ſhall be 
ſure to hear of it afterwards to their Sorrow. Theſe Flies,as foon 
as they are out of one Priſon,for lacre of Money, will be content 
to be pot into another, and fo into a third and a fourth, where 
they will lie in Chains,- as the other Priſoners do, enduring 
Honger, and Cold, and the Stench and Loathſomneſs of the Pri- 
ſon, and all to berray orhers, 

if a Keeper of any of the Priſons belonging to the Inquiſition 
happen to be of a Gentle and Courteous Nature, and uſe-his 
Prifoners favourably, the Offence is fo heinous, if it come tothe 
Inquifitors Ears, that he is ſure to be whipt about the City, 
and tobe condemned to the Galleys for ſix Years. 4 

If any of the Priſoners ſing a Pſalm, or recite any Portion of 
the Scripture, the Inquiſitors take it for a very great Offence, 
and preſently ſend an O flicer to him, requiring him to be ſilent, 
upon Pain of Excommunication ; and if he do not take that for 


a Warning, they order a Bit to be put upon his Tongue to teach. 


him Obedience. | 

As for the Torments which the Inquiſitors make uſe of to ex- 
tort. Confeffions fron their Prifoners, th& are of two ſorts : 
The firſt is that of the Gidbet or Pulley ; with which, when 2 
Miferable Creature is to be tormented, firſt comes one behind 


tkim,and binds his Hands with a Cord, eight of ten times about, ' 


the Inquifitors calling upon him to ſtrain each Binding harder 
then othes. Then they cauſe the Priſoner's Thumbs tobe bound 
extream hard, with a ſmall Line, and ſo both Handsand Thumbs 
are faſted toa Pully which bangs on the Gibket; then they pur 
heavy Bolts on his Feet, and hang upon thoſe Bolts, between Mis 
Feet, certain Weights of Iron, and'fo hoiſe tim or her ( for 
they are never curious of the Sex ) from the Ground; and 
while the poor Wretch hangs in this Plight, the L—_— eXx- 
D 2 ort 
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hort him to accuſe himſelf, and as many others as he. knows of, 
( excellent Popiſh Chriſtianity ) and if they can ſcrew nothing 
out of him, then they conmmand thePriſoner to be hois'd higher 
to the very Beam, till his Head-touch the Pully. After he has 
hung thus a good while, and that nothing comes from him, 
the [nquiſitors ( who are both SpeCtators and Judges of the. 
Torment all this while ) command him to be let down, and 
twice as- much Weight to be faſten'd to his Heels, and ſo to be 
hois'd up again. Then they command the Executioner to let 
him up and down, that the.Weights of Iron hanging at his 
Heels may have the greater Force, to rend every Joynt of his 
Body aſunder : With which inſufferable Pains, if the Party cries 
out, then the Inquiſitors roar out as loud to him again, To con- 
feſs the Truth, orelſe he muſt come down with a Vengeance. 
And then they order the Executioner ſuddenly to ſlip the Rope, 
that the Party under Torture may fall with a Sway; and 
then ſtopping in.the mid way, they give him the Strappado 
which being as ſoon done, it rends all his Body out of Joynt, 
Arms, Shoulders, Back, Legs, &c. by reaſon of the ſuddain 
Jerk, and the Weights hanging at his Legs. 

They have another ſort of Torture, which is call'd the Afell;, 
which is after this manner. There is a Piece of Timber jſome- 
what hollowed at the top, like a Trough, about the middle 
whereof there is a ſharp Bar, going croſs, whereon a Man's 
Back reſteth, that it cannot go to theBottom : It is alſo ſo plac'd 
that his Heels ſhall lye higher then his-Head. Thenis the Par- 
ty, naked, laid thereBn, his Arms,- Thighs and Legs, being 
bound with ſtrong ſmall Cords, wreſted with ſhort Trunche- 
ons. till the Cords pierce almoſt to the very Bone - Then they 

- take a thick Piece of fine Lawn Cloth, and Jay it over the Parties 
Mouth, as he lies upright upon his Back, ſo that it may ſtop. his 
Noſftrils alſo ; then taking a good Quantity of Water, : they 
pour It in a long Stream, like a Thread , which falling from 
on high, drivesthe Cloth down into his Throat ; which puts 
the miſerable Wretch into as great an Agony,as any Man endures 
at the Point of Death : for in this Torture he has not Liberty 

2», todraw his Breath, while the Water ftops his Breath, asd the 
_ - ;*& Cloth his Noſtrils ; ſo that when the Cloth is drawn m_—_ the 
F-'2 ottom

bottom of his Throat, -it draws out Blood with it, and a Man 
would think it tore out his very Bowels. And this Torment . 
is iterated as often as the Inquiſitors pleaſe. | | 

There is yet another ſort of Torture, which is much paCtis'd 
. by theſe Inquiſitor, . not” inferiour to the former: ' For they 
take a Pan .of burning Charcoal, and ſer it juſt over againit the 
Soles of the Parties Feet, juſt before he goes to the Rack 3 and 
that the Fire may have the fore Force upon them, they baſt 
them with Lard. PIR 

When a Heretic is brought forth upon the Stage to be diſ- 
grac'd, or to the Stake to be burnt, he is attired in a Sambenito, 
or long Garment, painted all over with ugly Devils, having a 
high-crown*d Hat, upon which a Man is painted burning in the 
Fire, with ſeveral Devils plying him with Fireand Faggot. Their 
Tongues are alſo put between a cleft Piece of Wood, which 
nips and pinches their Tongues, fo that they cannot ſpeak, and 
their Hands-are moreover faſt bound. behind them: And yer, ſuch 
is the Wicked Hypocriſie of theſe Inquiſitors, that when they 
bequeath any perſon to the Secular Power,to be burnt, they do It 
with this humble requeſt, To ſhew the Priſoner as much Fayour 
as.may be, and neither to break any Bone, nor pierce the Skin of 
his Body, A ſtrange piece of Impudence, to pretend to ſo much 
Mercy and Clemency toward thoſe,. to whom themſelves have 
bin all along ſo extreamly Barbarous and Cruel. 

Theſe Inquiſitors, one time among the reſt, apprehended a 
Noble Lady in Sevi/, becauſe that a Siſter of hers, a vertuoys 
Virgin, confeſſed in the Extremity of her Torments, that ſhe 
had ſometime had Conference with this Siſter of hers about mat- 
ters af Religion. This Lady they ſhut up in cloſe Priſon,” and 
us'd her in all things, as they did their other Priſoners, and at 
length, ſo terribly rormented her in the Trough, that by rea- 
ſon of the. ſtrait ſtraitning of the Strings, cutting to the very 
Bones of her- Arms, Thighs and Shins, ſhe was brought back 
half dead to the Priſon, the Blood guſhing out at her Mouth in 
great abundance, ſo. that ſhe dy*d within eight days. © 

In the ſame manner was a wholeCongrepation of Faithful and 
Religious People cut off at Sevil, the moſt of whom the Inquifi- 
tors conſum?d with Fire, as they could diſcoyer and apprehend 
them, = 
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and then burnt him. * And all this whi | 
Fryers both his Acculers, Judges, and Hangmen. 


By what has bin. ſaid, it may be eaſily ſeen how great and 
exorbitant is the rage and cruelty of theſe bloody and merciteſs 
Inquiſitors to all that profeſs the Truth of Scripture ; and how 


; light a; thing they make of murthering and torturing the Bo- 
dies of all that. come under their tyranny ; making no diftinCti- 


on either of Age or Sex. And hence it nay be as eafie for' all 
true Erzliſhmen to judge how fatal the Conſequences might have 
bin, had the Liberty of this Nation bin ſubdu'd under the heavy 
weight of Inquiſition and Slavery. | Wt. 

In Germany, after 'the Victories of Charles V, againft the Zu- 
therans, there enſu'd a very bitter Perſecution in many places, 


- Authority arm'd with Laws and vigorous Malice,ſtriving againſt 


ſimple Yerity. Both Miniſters and People, ſome were toffed from 
place to place ; ſome exil'd out of their native Coantries, others 


driven into the Woods,. and forc'd to live in Caves; ſome tot- 
: mented gpan the Rack;and others burnt with Fire and Faggot. . 
Henry Sutphen,, a laborious Miniſter , was by this merciefs 
. Adverfaries the Monks and Prieſts in 2etdorp, hald out of His 
'Bed naked, in the depth of Winter, and driven bare-foot over 


the Ice, till his Feet were cut to the Bone ; then bound in Chains, 
and {&t in the Stacks ;. after that remov'd to another plate, and 


ſiutopioa COR the next day bound Hands and Feet and 


Neck together, and hurry'd away to be barnt. At what tirtte 


a certain Woman profferibg | herſelf to ſuffer Two thouſand * 


Stripes, and give them a confiderable Sum 'of Mony, but to 
reſpit his Life tl he could have a public Hearing, they threw 
her under foot, and trod.upon her ; and not content to burn 
the poor Martyr inhamaply and barbarouſly, cut 'and mangled 

him before they threw him iti theFire. 
Another of the ſagie FunCtion, was thrown into Priſon, there, 
among other Cruelties, he was hoiſted np with a Cord, and a 
reat Stone hanging at his Heels, fo that the Sweat which dropt 
rom his Body through pain and anguiſh, lookt like Blood, and 
they tet him down with ſich an extraordinary ſing, that rhe 
violence of the fall laid hintralmoſt far dead; then they let him 
down into a deep Dungeon, where rey kept him eighteen days, 
e,none bur the Monks and 
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With the ſame cruelty was one Micholas apprehended at 
Antwerp, bound up ina Sack, and thrown into the River. 
' In the Year 1543, notice being given that certain Lutherans 


met privately together ar; Cn NO coming from 


Bruſſels with a Band” of Soldiers, brake into their Houſes, and 
had away the Men and Women out bf their Beds from their 


Children. Two were burnt alive in the Fire ; an Aged Man - 


was beheaded, and two old Women burnt quick. . Which leads 
us to the bloody Perſecution in the Netherlands. 

| Whefe the Light'of the Goſpel being much ſpread abroad, 
King Philip of Spain ſent the Duke of #va with a great, Army 
to root 'opt the Profeſſors of it ;' who' exerciſed unparallelF'd

The Duke bimſelf alfo boaſted, that he had bin a ditigent. 


Rooter” out of: Hereſie z for' that befides thoſe which he had 
ſlain in' War, in the ſpace'of ſix yeras he had pnt into the Hands 
of the common Hangman above eighteen thonſand Perſons. 

' His Son Dor 'Fregeric being ſent by him to Zarpben, was re- 
ceiv'd:by the Burghers without any Oppoſition ; yer was heno 
ſooner entred the Town but he feRFto murther,hang and drown 


a"number of Inhabitants, with itfoite Crnetties Thew'd upon. 


Wives and Virgins; not ſparing the very Infants. - From thence 
marching to Naerder, the Inhabitants made. an agreement with 


him, and he entred the Town upon Conditions conſented to,. 


and the Faith of a Soldier. But never did Canibals or Scythians, 
or the moſtbarbarous: People inthe World, commit more abo- 
minable Out apes then Duke Frederic fufferd in this Town, For 

embled the Burghers into the Chappel of the Hoſ-

' that paſt. by.  Numbers.of Believers, both :Men and Women, 


were 
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were-thrown into Priſon, where they languiſh'd and dy'd, the 

greateſt part of them for want of Food. | ; 
John de Boſcane Was apprehended at Antwerp, and for his 

Conftancy in his Religion condemn'd to Death ; but becavſe the 


'Magiſtrates durit not put him to death publicly,they reſolv'd tb 


drown him fecretly in the Priſon: For which purpoſe a Tub 
of Water was. provided, and an Executioner ſent to drown 
him"; but the Water was ſo ſhallow, and the Priſoner ſo tall, 
that the Executioner ſeeing he could not diſpatch him that 
way, gave him ſeveral wounds and ſtabs with his Dagger, and 
fo did his work. And thus go where you will, you ſhall find 
Fire, and Faggots, Maſſacres, Racks and Gibbets, the only 
method by which the Roman/ts ſupport their Cauſe, and propa- 
gate theirFaith. wo :

After a tedious Conteſt of ten years, in 21Vwhich time the 
Popiſh Party made bur little progreſs in their Deſigns, being 
headed by the Prince of Conde, the old Admiral Coligny, and ſe- 
veral other great Lords their Kindred and Adherents,Charles IX, 
who was but young, the Queen-Mother, and the Duke of Guife 
began to think of laying Force aſide, and to betake themſelves 
to Craft and Diſſin.ulation. . To which purpoſe the King was 
advis'd to ſet on foot a Treaty of Peace with the Proteſtants, 
not. ſo much out of a deſign to quiet Afﬀairs by a happy Settle- 


ment, as to bring the Proteſtants into'a fatal Snare, in which 


being once intrapp'd, they might be the more ſecurely and 
ealily deſtroy'd. For it was believ'd that the Extirpation of 
Herelte might be done at a much cheaper rate -then by a Civil 
War, if the Proteſtants had granted them what Conditions they 
deſfired,and were treated with all imaginable Kindneſs; by which 
means their Jealouſies being once extinguiſh'd, and they Jull'd 
into a Confidence, the chief Heads of the Party might be drawn 
to the Court, and then they were ſure of them. To this effect 
the firit bair to be offer?d, was the Marriage of the King's Siſter 
to the King of Navar: Which not ſucceeding , new. means 
might be thought upon, till they found out one that would do 
their buſineſs. Nor would it ſignifie any thing if theKing of Spain 
and the Pope were offended to ſee the young King ſo highly fa- 
vour Heretics, in regard that when they had effeCted their De- 
ſign, he would come off at laſt with ſo much the more Honour, 
and receive applauſe from both. | 
The Plot being thus laid, the Queen-Mother by -her Emiffa- 
ries aſſur*d the Proteſtants, that ſhe mortally hated the Spaniards, 
which for ſeveral good Reaſons was themealily believ'd.

So that upon 
theſe and ſome other Corditions,a Peace was concluded between 
the King and the Proteſtants, and ſome cautionary Towns put 
into their hands til] a full ſettlement of Matters. In all which 
things the King aCted his part with all the ſubtilty imaginable : 
He-ſhew'd& himſelf much kinder to the Mfontmorency's, and the reſt 
of the Admirals Friends; ſeem to neglect thoſe of Lorain x; 
threatned the Parliament of Paris, for making ſome difficulty 
in paſling the Edits in favour of the Proteſtants ; treated pri- 
vately with Lewis Count of Naffaw about the Wars of the NVe- 
therlands, entred into x Confederacy with Queen Elizabeth, and 
eraploy'd the Cardinal of Chaſtilonto treat of a Match between 
Her and the Dike of Anjou. And when the Spaniſh Embaſſador 
and the Pope's Legate difſuaded him from the Peace and theMar- 
riage with the Queenof Navar, the King deltr'd the Legate to, 
aſſure the Pope, that his deſign in the Marriage was only to be. 
reveng'd on thoſe that were Enemies to God and himſelf; 
and that he would either cut them all to pieces, or loſe his 
Crown. a | __ 
Upon ſuch Demonſtrations as theſe it was no wonder if Per- 


fons of ſo much candvur as the Queen of Navarr and the Admiral: 


were deluded. The Admiral went firſt to Court, where he was 
receiy?d by the King with -all the ſhew of Reſpe@ ard Kindneſs. 


imaginable. He embrac'd him three times, laid his Cheek $0 


his; ſqueez'd his Hands, calld him: Farher , and left nothing 


omitted 'to polleſs him with a deep opinion of his Friendfhip.. 
Nor was the Queen -leſs officious in her Carriage to him. He 
wis allow'd a Guard of Fifty armed Gentlemen ; a Hundred thou- 
fand Franks were ſent him to” refurniſh his Houſes that had bin 
SoiFd during the Wars.

The Admiral alfo was refolv'd to take 
his leave'in few days ; beſides that, his, Friend Mvz1morency ſaw 
the Storm-cominy; 'and was retir'd to his Houſe, together with 
ſeyeral other-little Circumſtances, which gave them' alt juſt 
Cavſe- of Fear:- So''that the Popiſh Party had no time tolofe. 
Therefore on the Twenty ſecond of Augit, about Noon, as 
the Admiral was going home from the Court, reading a Paper 
Which he had in his hand, Afanrerel the Aſfaflin, whom the Duke 
of Guife had made choice- of todo the-Feat; ſhot him/from a 
a Houſe where the Duke had plac'd him, - with a Harquebuz 
charg'd with three Bullets thought to-be poyſor'd. - Of which

-was brought-him, counterfeited a deep Reſentment, and ſeem-

* Afterwards the King of Navarr, and the Prince of Conde 
coming to the King to complain, and deſiring leave to go out of

he could-think of, ſwore he-would execute ſuch a Revenge on all

The next day, the King, with the Queen-Mother and:his two

and by the tone of his Voice, diſſembled the moſt profound Sor- 
row that could be, ſaying to the Admiral, You, my Faber, have 
 receivd the Wound,but I feel the Smart, and will puxiſh it in-ſs ſevere

The 
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Aumale, coming tothe King, and deſiring leave to go out of 
Town, the King by his -Looks and Carriage ſeem'd to abhor 
them; telling them-that they might go whether they would, 
but that he would find them out, -if they appear'd to be guilty 


of the Fat. Upon which they took Horſe, as if they had in- . 


tended to go out of Town, but came back to Gui/e Houſe, and 
preſently began to-ratfe Commotions in Paris, ſending their 
Agents up and down the City, and Arms to ſeveral Parts. Upon 
which the Admiral ſending to the King to deſire a Guard, about 
Fifry were ſent him, nnder the Command: of Cefſtias, one of 
his moſt implacable Enemies:; only ſome of the King of Navar's 
Smiſſes were ſent ta keep Guard within the Doors. The King 
alſo order'd ll the Papiſts that lay near his Houſe, to remove 
their Lodgings, that the Proteſtants might have the more con- 
veniency to be about him. . N 

All which ſeem'd not only very fincere, but very kind z and 
by ſach Arts as theſe were the Proteſtants not only fecur?d from 
Fears, but alſo had great hopes rais'd in them of future Advan- 
tages. Only the Y:dame of Chartres ſaw through this Diſgaiſe, 
and in a Council of the Proteſtant Party held in the Admiral's 
Chamber, ſpoke his mind freely, and propos'd, Thar the Ad- 
mira], ill as he was,-might be carry'd 'to Chaſtitlon, in which 
there would be leſs danger then to ſtay in a place where they 
and all their Friends would be ſuddenly deſtroy'd ; and ſo the 
next day left the City. 

This was carry'd to the Queen-Motherby a perfidions Perſon 
inthe Aſſembly, one Bonchavannes. Upon which both ſhe and 


her Party being preſg'd for time;they reſolv'd to delay the Exe- _ 
_ cution of their Deſign no longer then the next night. So thatthe 


Cabinet Council being met, it was reſolv'd, That not only the

There was a long/Debate, whether the King of Navar, and 
the Prince of Coxde ſhould periſh among the reſt. But as for 
the King of Navar, it was thought contrary to the Laws of 


Hoſpitality and of Nature to murther a Prince, that was now fo 


nearly 


- ! The next-day, the Duke of Gaiſe, and his Uncle the Duke of 
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nearly ally'd to the King. But for the Prince of Conde, the Duke 
of Nevers, who had marry'd his Wife's Siſter, interpos'd ſo 
vigorouſly for him, that at length he prevail'd for the ſparing 
of his Life. But for the reſt, it was agreed on toraiſe the City 
of Paris, and fet then on vpon the Party. | SY 
The Conduft of which was committed to the Duke of Guiſe, 
who firſt imparted his Deſign to the Guards, ard order'd them 
to keep a ſtrict Watch, both about the Lowe, and the PJaces 
where the Admiral and his Friends were ledg'd, that none 
might eſcape. Then aſſembling the Chief Magiſtrates aud Offi- 
cers of the City at Midnight in the Town-houfe, he gave them 
to uneerſtand, that thc King was reſolv'd to deſtroy the Here- 
tics, that had ſo long diſtrafted the Kingdom : That therefore 
they ſhould repair every one to his Quarter, and have all People 
in readineſs with the greateſt ſecreſie that might be; and that 
they, ſhould provide Torches and Flambeaus in a readineſs, to 
light out at their Windows: That the Sign ſhould be a white 
Linnen Sleeve on the Left Arm,and a white Crofs in their Caps 
and upon tolling the great Bell of the Palace, which ſhould be 
done _ the break of day, they ſhould light their Torches and 
march. 
In the mean time the King was under great Irreſolutions ; 
The Horror of the Fact, the Infamy that would attend it, and 
the Danger he might be in, if it either miſcarry d or were not 
fully executed, fill'd him with great Canfuſion. But the Queen, 
who had overcome all the Perſuaſions of Tenderneſs and Pity 
which are natural to her Sex,+ fo ſoon as ſhe heard of it, haſtned 
to him, and wrovght him ſo — that in the end ſhe pre- 
vail'd, and caus*d the King to ſwear bloodily that he would go 
through with it. -W hich done, the Queen being impatient, and 
fearing a turn in the King's Mind, caus'd the Bell of St. Germars 
forthwith to be told ; which was the Warning for tolling that 
of the Loure. | 
This Fatal Sign was given upon the morningof the twenty 
fourth day of Avgnſ » being Sunday , and St. Bartholmews day. 
Upon which in a ſhort time ( with ſo much Diligence, the Blood- 
ſuckers had haſten'd their Preparations ) above three ſcore thou- 
ſand Men were ig Arms. The Duke of Guife with m_ Uncle 
; amaies 
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Azwmale , haſten'd with the firſt ( ſuch was their eager deſire of 
Revenge) to the Admirals Gatez which upon call was ſoon 
opened by Coſfſeixs, who kept Guard there on purpoſe, the 
more Eaſily to betray him; and then the Murderers killed the 
Porter , and broke into the Court , where the King of Navars 
Switzers being overpowr'd by number after ſome Reſiſtance , 
the Murderersto the number of ſeven, all in Armour, broke 
into the. Admirals Chamber , and finding him up , and in his 
Night-gown , Beſme, that had bin one of the Duke of Gaiſes 
Grooms, advanced towards him; and having firſt thruſt him 
into the Belly , cut him over the face, upon which he fell, and 
then the reſt pierced him with their Swords, till he was quite 
dead. The Duke of G«:ſe being below in the Court-yard , and 
hearing the noife, called tothe Murderers to throw him out at 
the window ; which Beſme and another did. At what time , 
when he was down , the Duke or Angouleſme wiped his face diſ- 
figured with blood , to fee if it were he indeed, and perceiv- 
10g'it was he , trampled upon his Belly , and fo went away : An 
Hralian cut off his- Head , and carryed it firſt to the Queen Mo- 
ther , then-Embalmed ir , and ſent it to Rome. After this, all 
the Ignominy and Barbarity imaginable was exerciſed about the 
dead Carkafſs, His hands and fingers were cot off, his Body 
dragged about the Streets, thrown in the Sein , and hang'd 
up in Chains, his feet uppermoſt. Bus ſome days'after Monrtmo- 
razcy Ccauſed-it to be taken down ſecretly, and buried in his 
Chappel at Chamilly. ' TERS ſ- 

- This done, the Duke of G#iſe ran ont into the Streets , cry- 
ing aloud , that it was the Kings command they ſhould go on, and 
finiſo what they had btegmm. - And then it was, that the Mulritude 
was tet looſe to murder all that were of theReligion ; for which 
the Plander of -their-Honſes was to be their own. After which, 
enſned the moſt enraged and cruel Maſſacre that ever was heard 
of : It exceeded all that either the Heathen had done , or all 
their Poets had faign'd, whileevery Man ſeem'd 3 Fury ; nd as 
if they had bin transformed into Wolves and Tipres , out-did 
the cruelty. of. Beaſts: Twenty Lords of Note , Twelve hun- 
dred Genthemen, atid Ten thouſand others were all killed. No 
Age or Sex was ſpared , Husbands and Wives were Murthered 
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in one anothers Arms, after they had ſeen their Children killed 
at their feet. One of theſe Miſcreants butcher'd an Innocent 
Babe ,.as-it was playing with his Beard. Men of Four-ſcore were 
not permitted the ſmall Remainder of their Lives ; but hewn 
down before their time : Nor did a ſingle death ſatisfy their bru- 
tiſh Rage ; but they made the poor Creatures dye many deaths 
before death releived them. Thoſe that fled to the Tops of 
their Houſes , were made to leap down into the Streets , where 
they were knockt on the head like Dogs ; -Such as thought to 
eſcape through dark Paſſages, were either immediately kild, or 
driven into the Seize, where the blood-thirſty. Papiſts took 
pleaſure in killing and drowning them according to Art. . The 
Streets Tan Blood ; and the Lowre it ſelf was full of Blood and 
the dead Carkaſlts of thoſe whom the King of Navar and Prince 
Conae had brought along with them for their ſecurity ; But 
where they expected a Sanctuary, they found a Maſlacre. 

Thus were the Proteſtants deſtroyed in Paris, with a Trea- 
chery and Cruelty, which the moſt Barbarous of. Nations had 
never ſhewed one to another :. Nor had the Heathen bin ever 
guilty of any like it, towards the Chriſtians. The Preſident which 
the Church of Rome had ſhewn in the Maſlacre of the Albigerſes, 
was the likeſt thing to it in Hiſtory for Barbarity : But never 
had Treachery and Cruelty met together in ſuch a manrer , till. 
This'Execrable day. | | 

Soon after a Jabilee was. granted to all- who bad been in that 
Maſſakcre, and they were eommanded to go every where to- 
Church , and-bleſs God for the ſucceſs of that abominable Acti- 
on. Solittle.did they relent , after all theſe black and bloody 
Crimes, that they believed they had done God good Service. | 
And to that hight did their Impudence rife , that they preſu-. 
m'd to Addreſs themſelves to that Merciful Being , 'who abhors 
cruel and Blood-thirſty Men ,” and that with hands not only pol- 
Iuted with Blood, but boaſting of it as a Sacrifice offered to God, 
which had bin a fitter Oblation to him that was a Lyar and a 
Murderer from the beginning. | 

But theſe bloody FaCts were not confin'd to Par:s only ; there 
being a Proſecution of the ſame Cruelties in many other Parts of 
France, For at 44anx, a little Town not far from Paris ; they : 
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began about the twenty fifth of Angſt , and ſpent the whole 
week in ſhedding Blocd : T hey kilPd above two hundred, many 
of which were \Vomen, whom they deflowr'd before they Mur- 
dered. At Troy in Champaagne about the ſame number was killd : 
At Orleans a thouſand; fix or ſeven hundred at Roan. Af Bourges, 
Nevers and La Charire , all they could find were killed : At 7 ho- 
louze , two hundred were ſlaughtered. At Bourdeanux they were 
for ſome time reſtrained through fear of the Rech:llcrs, but the 
Prieſts did ſo inflame the Multitude , that at length they Maſla- 
cred all they could find. At Lyons the Governour had a mind to. 
have ſaved the Proteſtants, and to that end having (got toge- 
ther about fix.or {even hundred , lodged them in ſeveral priſons 
to preſerve them. But the people were ſo heated by the Clergy, 
that they broke open the Priſons, and Murdered themall ; drag- 
g'd their Bodies through the Streets, and cut up the bellies of 
the fatteſt of them to ſell their Greaſe to the Apothecaries : So 
that all over Frazce, as It is reported by a cretible Author , 
there were no leſs then a hundred thouſand Butcher'd ; belides a 
hundred thouſand more that were ſent a begging , the melt of 
them Widows and Orphans. 

When the News of this Maſſacre was brought to Rome, which 
was upon the ſixth of September following , a Conſiſtory of the 
Cardinals was preſently call'd , at what time the LZegates Letter, 
which contained the Relation of the Maſſacre, being read, they 
went immediately in a Proceſſion to St. Mqrks Church , where 
they offered up their ſolemn Thanks to God for ſo great a Bleſ- 
ſing to the See of Rome and the Catholic Church. And onthe 
Monday following , there was another Proceſſion made by the- 
 Popeand Cardinals to the 4:nerva , where they had High Maſs, 
and then the Pope granted a Jubilee to all Chriſtendomy of 
which this was one of the Reaſons , that they ſhould thank, God for. 
_ the Slaughter of the Enemies of the Church , lately Executed in 
France. . 

Two days after this, the Cardinal of Lorrain had. another. 


a 


great Procellion of all the Clergy, Embaſſadors, Cardinals-and . 


the Pope himſelf, who came to St. Lew:s*s Chappel , where the 
Cardinal ſaid Maſs in Perſon, - and in the King of France's name, 
thank'd_ the Pope and the Cardinals for their good Counſels, the 
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helpthey had given him 6 and the Aſſiſtance which he had receiy- 
'd from their Prayers. | 


Soon after, the Pope fent Cardinal Vrſm, in his Name, to 


congratulate the King of France, who in his Journey through 
the Cities, highly commended the Faith of thoſe Citizens who 
had a hand in the Maſſacres, and diſtributed his Holineſs's Bleſ- 
{ings among them. | | 

Moreover the beſt Pifture-drawers and Tapeſtry -weavers 
were put to work toſet off this Aftion with all the Glory and 
Splendor that Art could invent, and a Suit of theſe Hangings 
15 to this day in the Pope's Chapel. | 


By all which we oy eaſily gather what is to be expeCted from- 


the True Spirit of Popery,: and what we are to look for, when- 
ever we come to lye at the Merey of Prieſts and Jeſuites, wlioſe 
Religion and Tenets will not only bear them ont, but embolden 
and encourage them to commit ſuch treacherous and bloody 
Afts. 


From hence to proceed, and ſhew that more Arts of Cruelty. 


have bin found by the Romiſh Clergy, for the Propagation of 
their Religion, then ever the Heathen Perſecotors reach'd to, 
let us take a ſhort view of the Iriſh Rebellion. | 
For moſt certain it is,that the firſt Principles of that inhoman 
Conſpiracy were rovghly drawn and hammer'd ont at the Roman 


Forge, powerfolly formented by the Treachery and Animoſities 
of " of the Chief 77: Natives ; and being once hatch'd and” 


ſet on foot by that Vicar of the Devil, the Pope, was carry'd on 
by thoſe-vigilant and induſtrious Etniffaries of his, who are ſent 
continually abroad by the Power of that abominable See, with 
full Commiſſion, per fas & refas, to make way for the re- 


eſtabliſhment of the Popiſh Religion in all Parts where it has bin 


ſoppfeſe's ; and by their venomous Infuſtons work ſo powerfully 
upon the blind, ignorant and fuperftitious People, as to tnake 
them eaſily-ready for Change, the Great ones miſchievouſly to 


Plot and Contrive, the Inferior ſort treacherouſly to riſe up and 


execute whatever they command. By the Examinations alſo 
-of ſeveral Perſons to whom the moſt eminent” and afive of the 


Iriſh Prieſts has confe&'d it, it appear'd that the Prieſts, Jeſuites 


and Fryers of England, treland and Spain, and other Coutitries 


beyond * 
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beyond the Seas, were the Plotters, Contrivers and Projectors of 
that Inſurreftion, and that they had bin buſied above fix years 
in preparing and bringing it to paſs. And by Letters from 
Rome to Sir Phelim Oneale and the Lord Macguire, which were 
intercepted, it was no {eſs apparent that the Pope and his Car- 
dinal Nepliews rejoyc'd when they heard that Sir Phelim had 


taken Arms, and afſur*d him all Aſſiſtance from Rome, The Je- | 


ſuites, Prieſts, Fryers, and all the reſt of the viperous Fra- 


ternity belonging to their Holy Orders, were well aſſur'd of 
that, and therefore during the ſix years, loſt no time, but 
moſt dext*rouſly apply'd themſelves to accompliſh their Defign. 


So that when the lot was ſo ſurely (as they thought) laid, that 


it could not fail, and that the Day. was once prefix*d for Exe- 


' cution, they were ſoimpudent as publicly to ſolicit Heaven, by- 


their Prayers, for the good Succeſs of a great Deſign much 
tending to the Good of the Kingdom, and the Advancement of 
the Catholic Cauſe. And to facilitate the Work, and incenſe 
the Zeal and Fury of the People, they loudly declaim'd in all 
places againſt the Proteſtants, telling the People they were He- 
retics, and not to be fuffer'd any longer to live among them: 
That it was no more a Sin to kill a Proteſtant, then to killa Dog z 
and that it was a mortal and unpardonable Sin to relieve or pro- 
tet any of them.  _. 

According to this DoCtrin,one of the Ir: Prieſts.being ask'd, 
whether it were not lawful to kill an Engliſh Miniſter, becauſe he 
would not go to Maſs, made Anſwer, That it was as lawful to 
kill him, as to kill a Sheep or a Dog. And ſeveral of the 1r:{ 
Rebels after the Ceſſation, confeſs'd, That their Prieſts had 
given them the Sacrament, upon condition they ſhould ſpare 
neither Man, Woman nor Child that- were Proteſtants. Nor 
did thoſe Caitif Prieſts and Fryers ſtick to ſtir up the Multitude, 
by promiſing them Celeſtial Wages for the Reward of Slaughter 
and Maſſacres. Inſomuch that one Ocullan a Prieſt told his Au- 
ditors, That the Bodies of ſuch as dy'd in the Quarrel, ſhould 
not be cold before their Souls ſhould aſcend up into Heaven, 
and that they ſhould be free from all the Pains of Purgatory. 
But the moſt comfortable Encouragement was the Licence which 
their helliſh Prieſts gave them, under the Aſſurances of its being 
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Lawful and Meritorious, to Strip, Rob and. Diſpoil the Pro- 
teſtants, there being no greater Incentive to provoke the 
Multitude to Wickedneſs andVillany, then Plunder and Rapine.- 
- The Rabvle being thus let looſe, and prepoſſeſs'd by their 
Prieſts with a belicf, that- it was lawful for them to-riſe up and 
deſtroy all the Proteſtants, as being worſe then Dogs or rather 
Devils, and ſuch as fery'd the Devil, and afluring them, that 
the Killing of ſuch was a MeritoriousAtt,and a rare Preſervative 
againſt the: Pains of Purgatory, preſently fell to work, and' 
having. partly by Force, and partly by Treachery , poſleſs'd 
themſelves of the Chief Places of Strength in ſeveral Provinces, 
difarm'd the Proteſtants, robb*d them of their Goods, ſtripp'd 
them to the Skins, ard gotten their Perſons into their Power, 
could no longer contain from aCting in all Places where they be- 
came Maſters, thoſe horrid Maſlacres and execravle Murthers 
which Canibals themſelves would be aſham'd to own. Then the 
True Spirit of Popery began to appear in her ewn Colours, and 
with delight to ſatiate her ancient implacable Malice, in her long 
wiſl'd for, and often plotted Deſtrufttion of the Inhabitants. 

At the Caſtle of Z:/gool, in the County of Fermanagh, the ſaid 
Caſtle being ſet on Fire, an Hundred and fifty Men, Women 
and Children were either burnt or ſmothered to death, not: 
above two or three eſcaping. E=4 . 

The ſame bloody Company being admitted into the Caſtle of 
Tullah, tho' it were deliver'd into the hands Rorre Ac C uire 
ypon Compolition, and faithful Promiſes of fair Quarter ; yet 
the Proteſtants having ſurrender*d their Arms, were firſt all 
ftripp'd by the Rebels, and then moſt cruelly murther'd, to the 
number of an hundred: For they maſſacred ſtill by Whole: ſale. 

In the ſame County of Fermanagh, ſeventeen Proteſtants were 
half hang'd in the Church of Clowniſh, and ſo buried. - For 
ſhould we number ſingle Murthers, we ſhovld never have done, 
and therefore we pick out the choiceſt of their Cruelties. And 
thus they were- not content to Murther a-Child of one Thomas 
Stratton of Newton, but Boyl'd it to Death im a Caldron. 

In the Pariſh of K:/more, they thruſt two and twenty Prote- 

Ttants into a thatch'd Houſe, and then burnt them alive. In ano- 
ther place, they compell'd a Woman to hang her own Husband. 


One 
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One John Greg was quarter'd alive in the Church of Loghgal!, 
and his Quarters thrown in his Father?s Face. Lieutenant Fames 
Aaxwell, by Order of Sir Phelim Oneale, was drag'd out of his 
Bed raving in the height of a Fever, driven two Miles, and mur- 
ther'd ; and his Wife great with Child, ſtripp'd ſtark naked and 
drown'd in the Black- water, the Child half born. 

At Leighlin Bridge, a Woman was deliver'd of two Children, 
of which one had the Brains daſh*'d out againſt the Stones, the 
other was more mercifully murthered. 

A Dyar's Wife of Rofs-Trevor, being great with Child of two 
Children,had her Belly ripp'd up by the Rebels, and was thrown 
_ both ſheand her Children in a Ditch. 

In the County of Roſcommon, one William Stewart had Collops 
of Fleſh cut off from his Body while he was alive, Fire-coals pur 
into his Mouth, and his Belly ripp'd up, and his Entrails wrapt 
about his Neck and Wriſts. | 

Near Temple- Houſe in Slego, ten Men, Women and Children 
were buried alive. And in the ſame County the Rebels forc'd one 
Lewis the Younger to kill his Father,and then hang'd the Son. 

In the County of 7\rone they hang'd up eight Scoth Infants 
upon a Cloather's Tenter-hooks , and having ripp'd up the 
Belly of a Scorchman, they ty*d the end of his ſmall Guts to 2 
Tree, and then wound him round and round the Tree, that 
they might try (as they ſaid) whether a Dog's or a Scorchmar's 
Guts were longeſt. | | 

With ſuch an inhuman Violence,and unſatiable Thirſt of Inno- 
cent Blood ; with ſuch Savage Butcheries of Men, Women and 
Children, without reſpect either of Age, Sex or Quality, un- 
parallelI'd in Story, did this barbarous and cruel Rebellion 
overflow the whok Kingdom of Jrelazd. And all this by the 
Contrivance, and at the Inſtigation of the moſt immortal and 
bloody Generation of Men,the Jeſuites,Popiſh Prieſts and Sacrile- 
ous Fryers; a fort of People ſo wickedly inhuman, and ſo inhu- 
manly cruel, that the Damned ray look for more Mercy in Hell, 
then Protcſtants-at their hands, where-ever they come undcr 
their tyranrical and deſtructive Power. 

For not only by\the recited Examples , but by a clond of 0- 
ther Proofs it appears, that the Execrable Rage of the Iriſh

Murtherers , inflam'd by thoſe Infernal Incendiaries-, was not- 
ſati>ficd with the variety of Tortures and cruel Deaths of the 
Living , by Stripping, Starving, Burning, Strangling, bury= 
ing alive; and by many Exquiſite Torments putting Men, V/o- 
men and Childern to death ( infomuch that a quick diſpatch was 
a great Mercy , fo cruel are the Mercies of the wicked ) bur. 
their Helliſh Rage and Fury extended allo to the Bibes unborn , 
ripping them out of their Mothers Womb, and deſtroying 
thoſe Innocent Creatures, to glut their Savage Inhumanity.: 
Nor flopp'd it there; but extended alſo to the Ranſacking of 
the Graves of thedead, while they dragg'd the dead Carkaſes 
of the Proteſtants out of their Graves , that they might not 
reſt in hallow'd ground. | | 

Neither did their Execrable Malice ſtay here, but became. 
boundleſs , not only to the Deſtruction and Devaſtation of the 
Houſes, Caſtles , and whole ſubſtance of the Proteſtants , but 
even t0 the utter Extirpation of the Engliſh Nation, and the 
Proteſtant Religion cut of the Kingdom. All which they a@ted 


with that brutiſh fury , as if the wild Beaſts of the Deſerts, 


Wolves , Bears and Tigres , nay Finds and Furies had bin ler 
looſe from Hell upon the Land. 

In ſhort, words are not ſufficient to declare , how thoſe hor- 
rid Rebels, actuated by their bloody Prieſts and Jeſuites, violated 
all Laws of God and Man, all Bonds of Charity and Human So- 
ciety, and.how perfidious and treacherous they were; yet how 
true in the Obfervation of that Maxim of Rome, That there is no 
Faith to be kept with Heretics, 

From hence it is now time to waft over into France, which 


\ brings up the Scene of theſe Tragical Relations, or rather ter- 


Tible Leſſons to warn all that are free from the Slavery of Rome , 
how they ſupinely ſuffer themſelves to be reduc*d under the Op- 
preſſions of her Cruelty. Hitherto the Jeſuits, Prieſts and Fry- 
ers have bin all for Maſſacre and Extirpation, the Torments and 
Tortures of which are but like Storms and Hurricanes, that laſt 
only for a time, from whence at length Death gives releaſe. 
But the Frezch are generally accompted a more wittie and Inven- 
tive ſort of People then their Neighbours; and therefore the 


Yirulent Popiſh Clergy of that Kingdom , tho no leſs —_—_—_ 
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and wicked then their Brethren , would t& thouzhe more toge- 
nions then to go the common Road of Maſſacre and Extirpattua, 
fading themſelves perhaps ſo infamous for .thar already. For 
which reaſon they have fonnd out a new way to kcep Men alive 
in their Torments; and make uſe of their Tortures, not ſo 
much to kill the Body , as the Soul. They find they cannot 
by their own Arguments convert the Proteſtants » and therefore 
they ſend Profligate Dragoons and vianous Soldiers, to try what 
they can do by the rude Arguments of Rapine and Violence. And 
becauſe they cannot find that ever Chrilt or his Apoſtles ever 
made uſe of any ſuch means of Converſion, therefore they pu- 
niſh the Proteſtants not for their Religion , but for being Rebel- 
and Diſobedient to their Soveraign , and make their rejeftivg 
Popiſh traſh and Ceremony to be diſloyaltie. 

Perfidiouſneſs and Ingratitude generally po together ; and 
both meeting in the Popiſh Clergy of Franvce , have bin the 
Ruin of ſo many hundred thouſand of French Proteſtants, 
tome in. their Bodies ard Eſtates , ſome in Eſtates. Bodies 
and Souls altogether. But it 1s well known , that ſoon after 
the preſent King of France came to the Crown , there aroſe a 
Civil War in the Kingdo.n fo tharp and deſperate, that it brouhr 
the State within a hairs breadth of Ruin. In the midſt of which 
Troubles , thoſe of the reformed Religion kept their Loyaltie 
in ſo inviolable a manner. aad gave each proofs of their Emi- 
nent Services , that the King found himſelf oblig'd to givepub- 
lic Marks of it by © {-ciaration made at St. Germans, in the year 


1652. So fir wo. ihev from: being at that time accounted Re- 
bels or DiſcvoUicnt. ut the Romiſn Clergy of Fraxce more then 
Diabolicaliy \+iicions, and envying the Profperity of the Pro- 
teſtants, ard b2iicving a Toleration of their Religion would be 
an Eclipſe or 1: ution of their Authority , ordeid it fo that 


their chiefeſt 51577, proved the principal and moſt effential part 
of their Ruto. For the Jeſuits and their Party msde it their bu» 
ſineſs to envenome ail thoſe impotent Services in the King , and 
his Miniſters minds: Reaſoning by the Iiitintt of the Devil, 
that if the Party of the Proteſtants were fo conſiderable , that 
they could preferve the State , they were able as well to over- 
throw it, if atair occaſion ſhould offer it {elf - For which rea- 
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ſons grounded upon Antichriſtian Politicks, a Reſolution was ta- 


ken to ſuppreſs all the Proteſtant Party, and to bury in Obli- 
vion all the good Services they had done. To which purpoſe, 
in the firſt place, they took from them the uſe of their Churcnes, 
and deny'd them the benefit of Law and Juſtice, and overwhelm'd 
them with an Inundation of Criminal Proceſles that faſtned on 
their Reputations, their -Liberties and their Lives. The Cu- 
rates and other Officers of Pariſhes were impower'd to enquire 
exactly into whatever the Reformiſts might have done or ſaid 


for ſome years paſt, either upon the ſcore of Religion or other- 


wiſe, and to make Information thereof before the Magiſtrates 
of the Places, who were to puniſh them without Remiſſion. So 
that in ſhort time, in all places, the Priſons were fil'd with 
theſe kind of Criminals, neither were falſe witneſles lacking; 
and that which was moſt horrible was, that tho the Judges 
were convinc'd that the Witneiles were all Knights of the Polt ; 
yet they maintained them and upheld them in their falfe Teſti- 
mony. Andthus the moſt Innocent and Virtuous perſons were 
Condemned, ſcme to the Gallies, others to Exilement , and 
public penances : And this fort: of Perſecution fell chiefly on the 
Miniſters , who could never preach without having for their 
Spies and Obſervators, a Troop of Monks, Prieſts and Miſli- 
onaries , who made no ſcruple tocharge them with things which 
they never ſo much as thought of, and to pervert others into a 
contrary Senſe ; and theſe falfe Interpretations of the Preach- 
ers thoughts , were lookt upon by the chief Miniſters of State , 
as evident Proofs. Then as for the Secular Proteſtants ; Their 
Eſtates were weaken'd, and by expenſive Suits in maintenance of 
their own Rights,which were always giv?n againſt them, the bet- 
ter ſort weredeprived of all Offices and Employments,both Mili- 
tary and Civil ; and the meaner ſort of all ways of. Subliſtance. 
They rendred all Arts and Trades almoit inacceſfible to the 
Proteſtants, by the difficulties of arriving to the Maſterſhip of 
them, and by the exceſſive Expences they muſt be at to be admit- 
ted therein, which they could not be without a Law-Suit, 
under the weight of which moſt commonly they ſunk, as.not be- 
ing able to hold out. They were made incapable of being Ma- 
2iſtrates of Toyns or Citiss, and they were ſo narxowly _ 
| aller, 
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after, that they were not ſuffer'd to be ſo much as Meilengers, 
Coachmen or Waggoners, or any thing of that nature. Nay, 
they proceeded to that exceſs of Cruelty, that they would rot 
ſuffer any Midwives of the Reformed Religion to do their Of- 
ficez by which unheard of Methcds it is not to be expreſt how 
many particular Perſons and Families were reduc*d to Ruin and 
Miſery. And thus we ſee how ſevere the Ufages ſhew'd to the 
French Proteſtants were, before they came to the utmoſt Vio- 
lence. But now they come to open Force, to accompliſh the. 
Ruin of- the Proteftants, and Dragooners muſt be the Sorbox 
DoCtors to confute them of their Errors. The manner of which 
was this, in all the Proteltant Towns, Cities and Villages of 
France , the Inhabitants were aſſembled. together , and told, 
That it was the Kiog's pleaſure they ſhould immediately turn 
Catholics ; and that if they would not do it freely, he would 
make them do it by Force. To whichthe People anſwer'd, That 
they were ready to ſacrifice their Lives and Eſtates. to the King, 
but their Conſciences being God's, they could not in any man> 
ner diſpoſe of them. This being the general Propoſal, and the 


general Reply, preſently the Dragoons that lay not far off were _ 


all ſent for,and quarter'd in the Reformiſts Houſes at diſcretion, 
with a ſtrict Charge, That none ſhould ſtir out of their Houſes, 
nor conceal any of their Goods or Effects, on great Penalties. 
Then the firſt Arguments they us'd for the Converſton of the 
Souls committed to their Charge, was to conſume all the Provi- 
fions the Houſe afforded ; then to plunder what they could find, 
whether Money , Rings or Jewels, and in general what ever 
was of value: afterwards they pilladg'd the Houſes , and ſold 
the Goods before the owners faces. Laſtly, they fell upon their 
perſons, and there is no Wickedneſs or Aft of Horrour which 
they did not put in practiſe to force them to change their Reli 
gion. Amidit a thouſand hideous cries, and athouſand Blaſphe- 
mites , they hung up Women by the hair and feet on the Root. 
of the Chamber or Chimney Hooks, and ſmoakt. them with 


 wiſps of: wet hay , tillthey were no longer able to bearit; ane. 
when they Had taken them down, if they would not fign a Re- 


cantation , they hung them up in the ſame manner again. They 


threw them into great fires kindled on purpoſe , and never m_ | 
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Jed them out till they were half roaſted : They ty'd ropes under 


- their Arms , and plung'd them up and down in Wells, till they 


promiſed to change their Religion. They ty'd their hands be- 
hind them , and then with a funnel pour'd Wine down their 
Throats ſo long , till beingdepriv'd of their reaſon , they con- 
ſented tobe Carholics, They ſtript Women naked, and after 


- they tadeoffrered them a thouſand Indignities, they ſtuck them 


with pins from tlic top to the bottom : They cut them with pen- 


| knives, and fometimes with red hot pincers dragged them a- 
' bout tie room till they promiſed to turn. They kept others 


from flceping ſeven or eight days and nights together , relciv- 
ing one ancther , to keep them waking ; if they found any ſick, 
and that kept their Beds, they had the Cruelty to beat twelve 
Drums together about their Ears without Interceſſion , for 
whole wecks together. They ty'd Fathers'and Husbands to the 
B:dpoſts , and Raviſhed their Wives and Daughters before their 
faces. They pluckt off the Nails from the hands and toes 
of others : They blew up Men and Women with bellows, till 
they were ready to burſt: Pretending to ſhave Mens Beards, and 
cut their Hair, they flead off Skin-and Hair from both Parts. 


Where they found wine and glaſſes good ſtore, they broke their 


olaſſes at every Health ; and then having trod or broken the 
Glaſs very ſmall, cauſed the obſtinate Heretic as they call'd him, 
to daunce upon the broken Glaſs till he was able to ſtand no lon- 
ger ; then ſtripping him , they rowVFd him from ore crd of the 
Icom to the other upan ſharp glaſs, till the Skin was ſtuck full 
of the liccle Fragmentsz and then ſent for a Surgeon to cut 
them out of his Body. | 

37 theſe Inhuman and more then Barbarous Arguments , do 
the wicked Crew of Jeſuits and Monks in Fraxce endeavour to- 
vanquiſh the moſt reſoly'd Patier.ces z and by ſuch deviliſh inver- 
tions as theſe to drive the diſtrelled Proteſtants to deſpair , and 
faint-heartedneſs. They refuſe to give them Death, which they 
deſire, 'and only keep them alive to torment tiiem. 

This then being the true Spirit of Popery , ſogenerally Reign- 
ing inall Ages and Countries where they have the power in their 
hands , the Inference is this , that if we have any love of our 
R-ligion , any Abhorrence of Superſtition 2nd ldolatry , any
